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The New fllai) of Franco. 

■We(iV^. Y. Tribune) have received 
from Paris n copy of thn nuw map of 
France, to wliicli we ullndcd on Wednes- 
day, and now give iho following literal 
translatioD of the prefoco of tbo map : 

These three mops will enable the 
public to understand the position of 
France relatively to Knrope at three dis.-^ 
tinct epochs— under the Kestoration, the 
Government of Jnly, and the Secoiui 
Empire. Ist: Ui.der the Restoration, the 
treaties of l815 had no other object than 
to surround France with Powcis, which, 
by their fortresses and their strateiiic 
position, would make it impossible for 
her to move. To the north, Holland, 
mistress of Belgiano, raised or held 
against Franco the fortress'es Mnestricht, 
Liege, Huy. Namen, Dinimt, Murienhurp?, 
Philippeville, Bouillon, Cliarleroi, :^Ions, 
Alb, Menin, "i'pres, ^'icu|)ort, Ostcnd, 
Anversv Tournny, Terraonde, Atidenurd, 
and Ghent. From Ue^Q to Trieste the 
Germanic Confederation stood always 
ready to act unitedly against any aggres- 
sive movement on the part of France. 
This Confederation rested for support 
upon the federal fortresses of Mayence, 
Landau, nnd Luxemburg. On the south 
east the Alps gave no belter protection to 
our frontiers. Pieflmont.wason that side 
tho advanced guard of Austria, which 
reigned over the Italian Peuiosola, and 
the forts of Le>seillou closed to us the 
road by Mount Ceiiis. 

Second : Under the Government of 
July the revolution in Belgium had im- 
proved our position. They fortified Mous, 
Phillippeville, and Marienburg. (Treaty 
of I4ih December, I83l.) The Frencii 
Government fonilied Paris and Lyons, 
formed the intrenched curaps nt Langres 
and at Befort. raised tho stronghold of 
Rousses, and improved all the defenses of 
tho fortresses of the East especially those 
of Soiiisons, Sedan, and Bitche. The 
union of the Holy Alliance was sbakeu; 
Piedmont separated itself from Austria; 
but the Germanic Confederation, sup-, 
ported by this latter power and by PruS' 
8ia, numbered in lS-i7 an aggregate of 
70 000,000 souls. The Federal for- 
tresses, which had a rai.xed garrisOD of 
Aostrians and Prussians, were increased 
by Radstadt, classed as such '.b" )<«h of 
March, ISii. During the siuiio period 
Ulm was fonilied and handed over to the 
keeper of VVurleuiburg and B.ivuria; and 
Ihe works of Ueruiesheim raised lu 1S;!6 
were conDded to Bavarian troops. The 
Germanic Cocifederaiiou was divided into 
tep corpsd' arraoe, wiih n division of 
jcBcrve, wbicb in time of war might num- 
ber about 4GO,OoO mi'ii. The Prussian 
and Austrian troops of countries which 
were not iiiiluded in the Confederation 
could further increase the number, for wo 
have seen in the Sehlcswig campaign 
batallions of Hungarians, lluli ms, and 
Croats Gghting by the side of i russiaiis 
in the name of German nationality. 

Third : Under tho Second Empire, 
France has recovered on the side of the 
Alps its natural frontiers; tho forts of 
Lesseillon no longer bur the Mont Cenis 
route; and Italy has been freed from the 
yoke of Austria. To tho north, Holland 
has broken tho bonds which at.uiched her 
to the Germanic Confederation, through 
Liraburg and Ln.xemburg. The Ger^ 
manic Confederation has been dissolved ; 
the federal fortresses have ceased to exist. 
Mayence is occupied by Prussia alone. 
Landau and Gerniesheitu belong to Ba- 
varia, and are held by her. Rastadt is 
occupied by the troops at Baden, and 
Ulm by Bavaria and Wuriemburg to- 
gether, Prussia lias sensiljly increased ; 
bot, oponMbo whole, the European cquilit 
briam haS'not been destroyed to the 
injury of France. Before tho late events, 
Prussia and Austria united, mistresses of 
Gonnany. could ojipose us with a popula- 
tion of 80,000,000 men, bound together 
by treaties aud a formidable military or- 
ganizatlon. To-day, the powers whidi 
surround Prarce are independent. VVo 
have on our frontiers Belgium and Swit>. 
zerland, who are neutrals. Prussia, wilti 
the Gonfeileration of tho North, reckons 
30,000,000 souls; the German Stales of 
the South, bound in a military way to 
R.OOO.OOOt Austria 35,000,000, 
and Italy 22,000.006. 

France, with her unity, and boi! .40,"' 
000,000 souls, including Algeria, la8 
noibiog to fear from any oae.

QUgurni banquet was given by ihe Lord iVIojor 
and the Sborifls of Loticon in Guildball. 

After tbo UBual loyal loa^t^, the Lord 
Mayor gave 'The Health of tbeir Excel- 
kooiei tberFore^ea.MiDj^tors,' ooopled with 
ibe name of iylr JduD'aoD, tbe reproseotative 
in ibta country of the Unitnd States ol 
Amorica.

Her Miijufiy's Ministers did not share ibem. 
For esaniple, ai ibut time, looking to uur 
foreiga.aiiaira, our relatlonH with ihe great 
Bepublie of Ameriua, tbe Uoitud Slatca 
wera supposed to bo, lull, not ooJy ofaoxioty, 
but even of-pbrilJ-- Oa the' part of Her 
Mifjoeij'a ilinieiers I endeavored then to re- 
aemirc you, I told you iben Ihiit it waa our 
belitf thdt wo iind !"aal ooolii'encB in the 
(,'ood sense and good humor of tho (ieople ol 
(be United States, that when tboy bad ex- 
nmiaa.d. as Ibey were oxaminiug, all tbe cir- 
onnistftp(^8 of controvarey that existtid be- 
tween tba (wo countrica, tboy'vrduld arrive at 
eonclueiona very opposite to those adverse 
reaults which were thou anticipated. VVoIl, 
I need nnt aipuro you my Lord Mi yrr, oo 
this occasion thut tbojo assuranoos on the 
part of the Govero'^enl were correct, because 
you havu jusi lisienod to the speech uf bia 
KxcuUuney the Mioistb'T ofihe United Stalee, 
wtiich preveuia the Deoasbity rj my impart- 
ing to you any Cabinet seci-Jta. nnd may at 
least on my pari, call on > .,a lo have full 
couliJoQOB that any ciuscs oi ciisuudor 
siniidius between out owu Uoverniient nnd 
tbe United ijtaies bib in prospeoi i.i very 
speedy solution, and not merely the setUe" 
meat of quesiions which have ariaee in tho 
great ^trug^le iu which that coootry waa in- 
volved, but questions of mach mora ancieot 
date, and wliicli, nhen removed, Till leave 
us it were, a tabula rueii of miaunderetand- 
ings belvvecn the two couniriej, nnd give ua 
every hopj that no luture inisconooptiori 
may ever occur, Wh|i, my Lord Mayor, if 
we look to the condiiion r f Europe, 1 may 
reniod ^ou that twelve months ago whou 1 
bud the honor of addreaaing you, Earope, 
then only recently closing a great war, wui 
full of rumors of war, and groat auxicty 
was felt on luat bead.

Well then, 
iigaiii I Hay Uvelve rnonihs have elapsed, and 
ilio uccuracy ol that etaiemeot has not been 
impeached by anytbing that has occurred, I 
admit that at present in the 8ta|e 'Ol lEurope 
there is on tbe satface oaasos for diaquletade 
And aptirehaosi h. I' know very well that 
Vioac who can throw ibair eye over all Ihe 
possible causes of inlerontional mi.scoDcoplion 
may givo a very long catalogue ol causes of 
imiiii'diiite danj^er ; but those apprebeneioos 
are not shared Oy llor Maje.'^ty'a GoveroniCDt, 
I'buy do not believe that ihere is any cuuee 
!or war, or that Ihere is any praiext for war 
I bey believe oh tbe eontrary, that it is Ibe 
convielion of all those Sovereigns and Minis- 
ters who influenoo the dostioy of imiioos 
and the course ol evonln, that it in lor Ihe 
advaotBge of their ciiuntriea and subjects iliai 
peace should be maintaiued. 1 admit, bun 
cause on occasiooa like tho present it is un- 
wise to conced any eausa.iOf anxiety which 
wo may leel — I admit that io''lbe relative 
poaiiion of France and Prus-ia — two of the 
must omineot iiin in-.; the civilized and load- 
ii)!^ countrie.-f ol Huro[)(; — th.oro is opp.'.reutly 
causa for nnxitly in lliu ^roal armaineois 
which they now proinolo. But, ns in privule 
lilo, wo somotitnes Iind that bjiweon two 
hi^h-Epiriled individuals with mi (ulTiuiuDt 
CttU-e, thoro are yet aorha mi.iconceplioiia 
which they tlifinsnlvjs believe there in no 
,-uliicienl foundaiion for — and under Owfo 
ciicumeiauces what occurs but that those 
*ho are their equals in rank, their Iri^nds; 
whoso motives cannot be misconceived, feel 
it their (iuty to interfere, and by promoting 
mu.uiil cxplunntions lo;d to u nioro salutary

During tho gale tba American bark 
Delawore, from Sao Pranoiaoo in ballast, 
waa driven ashore nosr F'dE*'''^ L'ght) while 
attempting to enter E»quimult harbor. 

Laler—The American barque Delaware, 
2.tO tons harden, Capt J Robertson, Irom 
Sitlsa in ballast, bound for Tort Townaend 
for a cargo of lutuber, ran aahore at Fish- 
guard Lighthoaie whore she lies on her 
beameods. It appears when opproachiog 
her destioatiou a heavy gale sprang op from 
soath-easl, and for safety of the vessel and 
orew the Captain thought it ptudaot to make 
for Esquimau harbor. A heavy eqaall struck 
the veasel wheb near Ihe lightbouae and un- 
forlnoately tho veisol did not answer her 
helm and went ashoio as elated. It is not 
supposed likely that Ibe barque is insured ; 
she is about 20 years old. 

PoBUO Health OnDiNANCB. — This bill 
provides for the appoiotmeot of a Central 

Board of Health, compoaod of not mora than 
five or less than three pereoDS, who ehall bold 
their sittings in Victoria and shall have 
churge of all raattcra and things relating to 
lha sanitary condition of the Colony. Local 
Boards may bo appointed by lha Gjvernor, 
and tho Corporation of Victoria and Now 
VVestrainsier are constituted ex officio Local 
Boards of Health for the respeciive cities. 
Boatda of Health are aothorizod to appoint 
salaried officers, and will have jurisdiction 
in oil matters relating to drains, sewers, pig* 
styes, elaogbier-bouaes, unwholesome ; food 
oosioaa or oflentive tiades, epidemic, en< 
demio, or contagions diseases or disorders, 
and all nialtcrs relating to Quarantine vesEols 
and boats entering any port or river in ihe 
Colony ; and any parson interfering with the 
Board or its olliaers in any manner is made 
liable to a penalty not oxoocding $250 for 
the Grsi, and S500 for every sacoeediog of., 
fence.

Again. 



Editor Britisu Colonist, — Your •jorrea- 
pondent J H L in evidently a great bolanij , 
und judging by the pyrotechnic display in hid 
lelter, in yesterday's iaaue, has livad much 
among Lycopods, until ho has irabibod a ooc- 
eiderable amoont of tho i-pores of Li/copodium 
Clavatiom and Selago or vegetable brimBtone, 
I am Borry ^to have aroused bis aeieolifio 
wrath by my remarks on the Semper viva 
plant, and beg to assure him, bad bo put on 
a pair ol spectacles and read aooarately the 
first portion of my letter, he would have 
seen that my remarks io reference to this 
vi'getable production wore called forth by a 
paragraph in your Tuesday's issue, and not 
havini; seen tho nlant, wore intended more 
in the iiatore of a (luestiou as lo its namo 
than as a deoision on that point. Well, your 
correspondent comos forvfard boldly and cour- 
teously lo set me right, and setting the rather 
difficult science of Crytogainio Boiany at 
nought, ho at once decides the true name ol 
plant in question to be Lycopvdiuin Sqimm- 
atiim ! la h" (|uit0 sure] i ain a - are in 
'fjycopodiaceiu' that a plant culled Sdni/in- 
ella Convol^ita or 'Rock Lily' is reniuikable 
lor ita hydromelrioal and medicinal proper- 
ties, but I fail to recognize any Lycopod by 
the scientific name of Squamatutn. 

Having been so closely engaged in tho 
study of Lycopodales, he evidently has over- 
looked the plain oveiy-day Crucijirs, more 
especially Brassicaceas or ho wonKl not hsvo 
so egregioualy oommiltod biinielf respoctint; 
my carious little Annual, Aiiasluiica hiero- 
chunlina. In addition to what I Lave before 
stated, after flowering, th's singular litile 
plant dropping its leaves and its branobea and 
branohlets, becoming dry, hard and ligneous; 
rolls itself np into a ball and in tbia etate ia 
much like tho so called Lycopod without 
flowers, and cannot bo made to bloom by 
placioj; in water or by any other means. 
If J L H wishes for any further iol'ormaiioo 
respeeting my little Annual, I shall be hap< 
py to give it him, together with a few first 
principles on vegetable Fbiyfliology, and aa 
his ideas with respect lo Lijcopodalea ap« 
pear rather foasiliz.'d, he had uotter conault 
some modern authorities on those plants bet 
lore losbing again into print.

The Settlement of British and Aneri- 
can Claims. 



(From t'jo Ixjndou Time., Nov. 10,) 

Tho public will loaru with mach satis". 
factioD from tho speech of Mr Ileverdy 
Johnson at tho Guildhall that the quosx 
lions In dlspnto bctwocu England and tho 
United States of America have been so 
far settled that they cua no longer dia. 
lurb the relations ot tho two countries. 
After long and earnest negotiation, thoagli 
carried on in a very friendly spirit, cer- 
tain principles havo been ngreed upon and 
a machinery has boon provided by which 
tbo questions at issue may bo fairly decid- 
ed, each party stipulating to submit to 
tho award. It has been before stated 
that three separate inatters form the &ob 
jeot of d!scns8ioo between the two Guv- 
crnments, the most important being the 
liability of Great Britain to make good 
tho damage iuQicted on American com- 
merco by the Alabama; and the other 
two being the question of Naturalization 
and tho old ^Suu Juan difficnltj, which, 
though looked upon as sorions enongh 
before the war, lias of lalo years been 
almost forgotten. It has now been de- 
termined to remove at onco all cause of 
dissension by a general examination and 
settlemeut of the claims ou ^either side. 
For this pnropse it bos been agreed be 
twe^u the two Qovernmenta that a Gom- 
missioa shall be appointed, consisting of 
four members, two to bo namod by each 
Government, with the power to choose a 
fifth person as a I'rusidui.t or Umpire. 
To this Coiaiuissioii will bo referred what- 
ever qoestions have arisen since the year 
1853. This dale has not been arbitrarily 
selected, sinco up to tho year menlioned 
the questions in dispute between the two 
countries has been dispo.sed of by a 
similar luaebiiiery. Tlie L oiiiniibBioti will 
not havo any luck or work, since there 
are not only claims against us on the part 
of Americans, but claims against the 
United Slates ou the part of British snb" 
jecls, on matters arising out of alleged 
invasions of tho rights of neutrals iitul 
damuye done to neutral property during 
tho war. But with respect to tbo Ala- 
bama there is on important politioal qaes- 
tion on which it is desirable to havo tho 
deuision of an aulliority higher even than 
that uf such a Commission. The liabilly 
of tho Briiish GovernraeiU for tho losses 
iiillietud by this vudse! niid her consorts is 
a matter to bo judged by i!ie priai;iijle8 of 
international law, and it has been thought 
that tho deoision of an independent arbi- 
trator will bo more satisfactory than thai 
of a Oommiasion, wliieh would probably 
decide oidy by a casting vote. iL has, 
therefore, been agreed that this primary 
question of the liability of Great Britain 
shall be referred to a European' sover- 
eign of the first class. Tho Emperor o( 
tho French and tho Eraporor of llussia 
were both inadmissible, iuaaraucb as each 
might bo represented as having acted 
poiiiewhat as a partisan during the 
war. But there is another sovereign 
ol tho highest rank lo whom oo auiih objoc-. 
lion opplios — one whose oharaotor inspires 
Ihe higbost respect on both sides of the 
ooean. To this mooarob, and to the able 
lawyers whose advioe he will ooDomund, will 
bo enbrnitted the quealioa whalhor Great 
Britain, under the oiroumstances ol tho eu- 
cope of th9 Alabamai '» liable for tho depre* 



daiiona which she committed. Should the 
decision be io our favor, tfie cliiims drop to 
lha ground ; should it be against us, the 
Oommlsslon wo havo mentioned will receive 
thestaiemeais of the parlios aggrieved, and 
proceed to examine eooh,o«8fl.in detail. It 
will thus bo seen that tho'olaims Brlsin;;out 
of the late war are now taken oul of the 
sphere of politienl controvcray, and placed 
in Iho way of a definite legal decision. 

Subsidiary to the Alabama claims waa Ihe 
grievance of tbe American Government 
a;i!jii;g out of tbo reoogoltioo by England of 
the Soulbcrn Ooofedoraoy as ,a belligerent. 
Our Giivornment has tbroughont denied that 
any injury was inflicted on itie United Stuiea 
by Ihia net, which was not only within tbe 
sovereign power of the British Crown, but 
WOK, it is contended on our side, resolutely 
necessary for the defence of our interests ut 
sea. Our roaders have road enough of this 
iotermiuabia subject, and will probobly be of 
opinion that, though inioroeling as an abstract 
quoaiion, il has little rolevancu lo any matter 
which ia now praelioally in (I spulo. Such 
has besn iho view ol the British Government 
and wo ore glad lo learn that the United 
Stales 80 far acqui-2ace in ibis opinion that it 
has been agreed not to press the queEtion of 
tbe recognition of lbs Confederacy. Tbe 
Guvernm ot of tbo United S ales raaiotains 
its npiniiin thai it was traaled «illi dii-courtcsy 
and injusrico, and we maintain tha contrary, 
i'liero liie matter rests, tho corroapoodiitice is 
not wKhdrawn, hut nothing more will be 
urged 00 either aide. I'bns ends the conlro« 
versies which giew out of the war, and we 
sincerely ooogratulate Lord Stanley on the 
Booeoaa with which ho has dealt with thorn, 
Allhoiif;h Ihey might not have led to war, 
alllioiii;h (-Iroi.t Hiitaiu ia I'lrontt; eiionf^li 
to maintain her own uDiislrueiion ol Inrts and 
law, yet il oannot be dout)tcd lha! ho injuries 
iiiQIoted through Ibo allogeii negligence ol 
Iho Briiish Government bad eieated a very 
bluer faeli.'ig in America which it would 
have been injudicious, aa well aa unfriendly, 
to ignore. 

The Bccond mutter in digputo between ihu 
two Governments related lo Iho denational- 
ization of Bfitisb emigrants who mi;:hi bo 
come citizens Of tbe United Status. In one 
or two cases amoDg the Irish trials Ibgro was 
just tbe shadow of a grouod for alleging ibai 
England tried and punished men who bud 
become American cilizona lor acta done in 
AmeriC3. The outciy on tba aubject has, 
however, died away since Iho real nature ot 
Iho conviciiona is understood. Yet tho inci- 
dcnla havo called attention lo tho fact that 
the law of nainralization and ailegianoii, as ii 
prevails in this country, is antiquated, and 
not in accordance with the roqairements ol a 
time when gr at massoH of people aie trana- 
Icrring thuinsi'lvej (rom one pail of tbo globe 
and OHO poliiical oommuuily to another. Wo 
believe that a proloool has been signed wbiob 
will form Iho basis of more reasooable legls.! 
tioo. 

There remains tho San Juan dispute 
which nine years ago almost brought the 
diatani forcaa of the two countries into 
armed conflict. Our inloresi io so remote a 
part of liio world has mueh Irss since 
then, and wa are consoioua thai a lima is aps 
proaobiog whan all the lif^his and duiioa 
cooneoied with it will be transferred to the 
Oonfederaiioo which has been established QO'- 
der the supremacy of ihe Crown, bat with nil 
except nominal indepoodenoe. Yet il was 
desirabia lo bring the diapuio to a clo'o, and 
tha moaua auggeatad seem filling anouuh. I( 
is, wa bel'cve, tbo suggestion of Ihe United 
Slates' Government that tha subjeoi should 
be snbmiited to the arbitration ol ithc Presi- 
dent of tbe Swiss Coafeceraiion. Aa the 
arbitrator on tbe larger question is to be a 
King, we sea no objection lo accepting for 
tho smaller a respectable Republican magis- 
trate, and shall bo quite prepared to accept 
bis decision.
